NEGRO HERE TO SPEAK 


First of His Race to Reach the 
North Pole—He Was 
With Peary. 


Mett Henson, the first and only negro 
to reach the North Pole, who will 
lecture at the Odeon Monday night, has 
brought to St. Louis a new name for Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook, who claims the dis- 


tinction of having been the first white 
man there. It is the Eskimo ‘uglier 
word,”’ though it is not a “‘shorter’’ one. 
Here it ia: 4 

“Shag-!a-hoo-ti.”’ 

Henson accents the word on the third 
syllable, and says there its no official 
way of spelling it. It has to be spelled 
the way it sounds; like the varying 
names of I-took-a-shoo and Ah-pe-lah, 
or Etukishuk and Ahwelah, the Eski- 
mos, who, he says, applied it to Dr. 
Cook. 

“It is their word for. ‘liar,’ ’’ said Hen- 
son Monday to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er. 

“I was the first one who talked to 
I-took-a-shoo. and Ah-pe-lah after Dr. 
Cook left them. They never made any 
pretense, to me, of having been to, the 
pole, or even, as was nate at the time, 
‘far north.’ 

“They said Cook told them not to say 
anything, and tat he toid of having 
been far north (‘ah-wa-ni’), but they 
said that instead they had een ‘tv- 
wa-ni’, or far south, and that Cook was 
a ‘shag-la-hoo-ti.’ Afterward they tola 
the story which oeenares in the form 
of an affidavit.”

Henson. wore low-quarter shoes as he

Either of the latter has 
a way of answering any question asked, 
and then relapsing into silence. Henson, 
with a suggestion, talks for several 
minutes without stopping, and has to 
be interrupted for another question. 

‘“T haven't seen the commander since 
the Hudson-Fulton celebration,”’ he said 
in answer to an inquiry, ‘“‘but I’ve heard 
from him two or three times. Not late- 
ly, for he stopped writing when he saw 
I wasn’t paying much attention to what 
he had written. 

Objected to Use of Pictures.

They 
alighted from a Wellston car at the 
loop at ll p. m. on their way to Miss 
Mills’ home, where the trio were to stay 
all night. 

At an alley on Hodiamont avenue be- 
tween Cote Brilliante and Theodosia 
avenues, a man leaped out of a dark 
place and commanded, “‘‘Hands up,” as 
he threw back the umbrella Miss Mills 
Was carrying. It was steeting at the 
time of the attack and they did not see 
the man until they heard his command. 

Miss Lindley screamed and started to 
run. The man ran after her. Miss 
Schaffer pulled a pin from her hat and 
Miss Mills closed the umbrella and 
clutched it tightly. Together they ran 
through the sleet for haif a bleck fol- 
lowing the man and Miss Lindley. 

Fror that potnit Miss Mills told the 
following story of the events to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: 

“The man grabbed Dollie by the arm 
and demanded her valuables. Josephine 
wore two diamond rings, but she had 
her gloves on and was trying to keep 
the robber from reaching that hand 
when we ran up. I hit the man a whack 
on the head with my umbrella, and 
Josephine gave him a jab with the 
hatpin. 

“The robber said something real joud, 
but I don’t want to tell you what it 
was. I hit him again with the umbrella 
and felt as if I had hit him hard enough 
to break it. Miss Shaffer was jabbing 
right and left with the hatpin, and the 
man seemed to be getting several in- 
juries. 

“As he released Dollie’s arm I smashed 
him again with the. umbrella and his 
feet slipped from under him. The blow 
was so hard that it sent him sliding 
from the pavement and he landed in 
the street. 

“Before the thug recovered we three 
girls ran to North Market street and 
to my home.

The original ‘‘Drew question,’’ which 
related to comparative St. Louis and 
Kansas City bank clearings, loses much 
of its significance by the comparative 
showing for 1909 and 1908, which indi- 


cates that the St. Louis clearing house 
has made big gains’ in the past year 
and the past two years. 

With the clearings for the first 11 
months of this year footed up, 
Hoxton,: manager of the St. 
clearing house, estimates the 
total at $3,459,170,876. This is 
crease of $884,364,117 over 1908, 
$243,561,549 over 1907. 

The clearings of the Kansas City 
banks for 1909, estimated on the same 
basis, will foot up $2,382,397,28f, according 
to a dispatch. 

This will be $531,661,116 increase over 
the 1908 record, and an increase of $209, - 
006,000 more over 1907, the slump from 
1907 to 1908 not having appeared in the 
Kansas City clearing record. 

The rapid growth in Kansas City’s 
bank clearings, which caused F. A. 
Drew, while running for the Council 
last spring, to ask its cause, is attrib- 
uted in Kansas City to the increase of 
the number of Southwestern banks 
which clear through Kansas City. 8t. 
Louls clearings represent chiefly the 
business of city banks, while a great 
part of the clearings of Kansas City 
from Kansas and, in the last few years, 
from the growing towns and cities of 
Oklahoma.

Peary again, for he doesn’t seem to in- 
tend to go North again, but if anybody 
with a well-organized expedition wants 
me, 1 might be persuaded to go either to 
the North or South Pole. I have been in 
allthe climates of the world The first 
time I went with Peary was to Central 
America.” 

Peary took Henson in 1888 from Navy 
Department headquarters in Washing- 
ton, where Henson, then 22 years old, 
was a messenger. The expedition on 
which the pole was reached was the 
eighth Henson had made as Peary’s 
aide, including the one to the tropics. 
Between two of his Polar journeys he 
worked as a Pullman porter, having at 
one time a southbound “run’”’ from St. 
Louis, 

While Henson is not very sure how 
he stands with Peary at present, he is 
an outspoken anti-Cookite. When he 
was asked whether Cook’s Eskimos 
could be brought to the United States, 
he said: 

“They could be, but I don’t think they 
ever will be. It couldn’t be done until 
next summer and Cook’s claims will 
blow up entirely before then.”’ ; 

Henson said he would do his best to 
give his hearers an idea of what the 
North Pole was actually like, a thing 
which, hearers of Peary and Cook have 
complained, those speakers have not 
dwelt on sufficiently.

DECLARES “BRADLEY LAND,” 


FOUND BY COOK, IS A MYTH 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Dr. J. W. 
Epencer ef the Canadian Geological 
Survey declares that “Bradly Land,”’ 
the mountainous island lying, according 
to Dr. Cook, in latitude 83 degrees north 
and longitude 102 west, is a myth. 

Concerning the land, which he named 
for his backer, John R. Bradley, Dr. 
Cook said in his description of his jour- 
ney: 

“The land, as we saw it, gave the im- 
pression of being two islands, but our 
observations were insufficient to \war- 
rant such an assertion. This land\ has 
an irregular mountain skyline and is 
perhaps 1800 feet nigh.” 

According to Dr. Spencer, the forma- 
tion of the Arctic basin precludes the 
possibility of land in the region named 
by Dr. Cook. He bases his conclusions 
upon investigations concerning the Arc- 
tic basin made by various explorers.

Store of Louis V. Hetzel Is 
Entered Through an 
Adjoining Roof. 


GLASS IN DOOR CUT 





Thieves Descend From Cupo- 
la Which Runs to the Ele- 
vator Shaft. 


The store of Louis V. Hetzel, furrier, 
at 711 Locust’ street, was entered some 
time between Saturday night and early 
Menday morning and many valuable 
furs and dresses were taken. Mr. Hetzel 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
estimates his loss at about $2000. It 
may be more, however, but Mr. Hetzel 
says he will not know the exact amount 
until he makes an invoice of his goods. 

The burglars entered the store through 
an alley door on the west side of the 
establishment.

HOPE TO DODGE LAWS 
Plans Now Under Way Will 


Include Mutual Ownership 
of Mining Stocks. 





By ne Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—Formal merger 


of the Morgan-Guggenheim-Standard Oil 
copper properties to control the world’s 
copper market has been deferred, it 
was learned today, until after the Su- 
preme Court of the United States has 
passed on the Tobacco Trust. This de- 
cision, it was understood, was reached 
by the promoters after a consultation 
with the emissaries sent to Washington 
to “feel out’’ the administration on the 
subject. 

In the meanwhile, the work of weld- 
ing together the several interests is be- 
ing pushed along three different lines, 
no one of which, in the judgment of 
eminent lawyers, violates the anti-trust 
law. 

- First, the Guggenheim properties are 
to be ama‘gamated this week, it is 
said, 

Second, the Cole-Ryan concerns, in- 
cluding the United States and the Amal- 
gamated, are to be combined. After 
this the Haggin-Morgan mines at Cerro 
de Pasco, Peru, are to absorb the Gug- 
genheims Braden Copper Co. in that 
country. Incorporated in this third 
group, it is understood, are two prop- 
erties in Peru, controlled by South 
American or British capital. 


To Cover the Whole World. 
The vast scope of the property com- 


bination is shown in the fact that it 
is to take in not only the Rothschilds 
interests, which control the Rio Tin- 
ios, the great Spanish mine, and next 
to the Anaconda the biggest producer 
of copper in the world, but also the 
Tanganyika mines in Rhodesia and the 
Congo mining concessions brought un- 
der the control of the Guggenheims 
through Thomas F. Ryan, who, by 
his deal with King Leopold, practically 
eontrols the rubber production of that 
region. 

Simultaneously with the work of amal- 
gamating the individual interests is be- 
ing pushed a plan for an agreement 
among all the big copper producers in 
the world to regulate the production of 
the metal to conform to the consump- 
tion of it. This is to be a sort of ‘“‘gen- 
_tleman’s agreemen‘.” The plan Is that 
each company shall buy some of the 
other’s stocks, so that each shall be in- 
terested in the presperity of all a-« 
competition. be squelehed. 

It is believed that the suggestion to 
defer the formal merger emanated from 
Washington. It was expected that the 
Tobacce Trust case would be heard by 
the United States Supreme Court this 
month, but its importance is such that, 
it is said, it will not be taken up until 
the vacancy on the bench is filled.

Maryland Senator Calls Presi- 
dent of Nicaragua Heart- 
less Desperado.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Speaking 10 
his resolution offered in the Senate 
last Friday, authorizing the President 
of the United States to take all neces- 


sary steps to apprehend President Ze- 
laya of Nicaragua and bring him to trial 
on a charge of the murder of Groce and 
Cannon, the two American citizens re- 
cently executed in Nicaragua, Senator 
Rayner of Maryland today addressed the 
Senate at length. 

“What I am concefned in now,” said 
Senator Rayner, ‘is not the question 
of the belligerent rights of the revolu- 
tionists, or Im case of their success 
their recognition either as the de facto 
or the de jure government, but in the 
speedy apprehension and punishment of 
Zelaya. This desperado is everything 
that the Secretary of State says about 
him, and a great deal more. 

“If he were simply a highwayman, 
we might identify him; if he were sim- 
piy a tyrant who oppressed the people 
for the purpose of robbing them, we 
might particularize him; if he were a 
usurper who was only holding en to 
power so long as there was any money 
in the treasury to steal or any fur- 
ther territory that he could sack for 
private plunder, we could assign him 
@ proper place in the ranks of some of 
his predecessors, and if he were purely 
an assassin who regarded murder as a 
legitimate profession through which he 





the act of a fiend, but was an insult to 
the honor of the Republic, and cannot 
remain unavenged. 

“This Government is a cowardly gov- 
ernment if it does not make an example 
of Zelaya before the eyes of the civilized 
world. This case will not admit of any 
trifling or concessions. If two American 
citizens—I care not who they were or 
what they were, citizens in high stand- 
ing as they have been reputed to be on 
soldiers of fertune—have been murdered 
by Zelaya, then he must be made to pay 
the penalty of his crime. Once spread 
before the American people the details 
of the execution, and our people will 
rise in arms and demand retribution.”’

KING LEOPOLD I 
DYING: READY FUR} 
LAST SACRAMENT 


Unless Condition Improves in 
a Few Hours Doctor Will 
Perform Operation. 


BRUSSELS, Dec. 13.—King Leopold is 
dying. Reports from the palace are that 
his attendants fear he will not live un- 


til night. 
A consultation of attending physicians 


was held this"morning, when it was de- 


cided that if there was no change for 
the better by noon an operation would 
be performed. 

Following the consultation this bulle- 
tin was issued: 

“Although the night was passed calm- 
ly, the King’s condition is not improved. 
Unless an immediate change-occurs an 
operation will be necessary. Royal 
Chaplain Laeken remains at ths palace 
prepared to administer the last sacra- 
ments.”’ 

Long Interview About Will. 

The King slept intermittently last 
night. Dufing one period of wakeful- 
ness he sent for his private secretary, 
Baron Goffinet, who remained several 
moments in the chamber. 

Immediately following this morning's 
consultation the King sumomned his 
lawyer and a notary, with whom he had 
a prolonged interview, presumably rela- 
tive to his will. 

Subsequently he received the papai 
nuncio, who brought the benediction of 
the Holy Father. The Mayor of Brus- 
sels came to the castle as the bearer 
of the good wishes of the people of 
Brussels and to express the popular 
hope that Mis Majesty would recover, 
but the King was too tired to receive 
him, 

King Leopold‘s mind remains clear, 
and he insists on talking about affairs 
of state. This afternoon he summoned 
his youngest daughter, the Princess 
Clementine.

INVENTOR MAKES 


LONG FLIGHT A 
20-MILE SPEED 


Worcester Manufacturer Tells 
of Trip in Aeroplane. to 
New York and Boston. 


NO STOP FOR REPAIRS 


Machine Coasts for 46 Min- 
utes While Mechanicians 
Are at Work. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Dec. 13-—An ae- 
roplane flight from Worcester to New 
York thence to Boston and back to the 
starting place is told of by Wallace E. 
Tillinghast, a manufacturer, inventor 
and mechanical engineer of high repu- 
tation. c 

The aeroplane, which was designed 
and built by Tillinghast according to 
his statement, has a carrying capacity 
of 600 pounds, besides a sufficient 
amount of fuel to drive the flyer 300 
miles. The speed attained at times was 
120 miles an hour, the inventor as- 
serts. 

He says when near Fire Island on 
this trip, one of the cylinders of the 
machine ran irregularly, so the motor 
was stopped while the machine was at 
an altitude of 4000 feet. The aeroplane 
wa: then allowed to ‘scale’ for forty- 
six minutes, he says, while two me- 
chanics repaired it in midair, the engine 
being started again when the acroplane 
Was near enough to land to be seen by 
a number of the life-saving crew patrol- 
ing the beach. 

This trip Mr. Tillinghast says he made 
on the night of Sept. 8 last. The tw 
mechanics he took from the shop where 
his machine was stored, the location of 
which he has Kept secret. He says that 
when the machine was stopped over 
Fire Island the headlight and general 
outline of the aeroplane attracted the 
attention of the members of the life- 
saving crew patrolling the beach, and 
notice of his discovery by the life-saver 
appeared in a brief dispatch to a Boston 
paper a day or two after the trip. 

Entrance in Races Planned. 

The machine is to be brought to 
Worcester in February for demonstra- 
tion, and Mr. Tillinghast expects to en- 
ter it in the international races being 
arranged for the vicinity of Boston next 
summer. 

Where the machine was built, tested 
and will be kept \until brought to Wor- 
cester Mr. Tillinghast refuses to say. He 
says that it is within @ miles of Wor- 
cester, in a sparsely inhabited territory, 
14 miles from a railroad station. He 
reports that ... 1s the fourth machine 
he has built, all successful, and the 
second at this work shop. The other 
two were built in sparsely inhabited 
places tn the West. 

Tillinghast says that he has. made 
more than 100 successful trips; of which 
18 have Been in his perfected machine. 
In describing the esropigoe, he said: 

“Tt is of the monoplame type, with 
a spread of 72 feet, a weight of 1550 
pounds and furnished with.a i20-horse- 
power gasoline engine, made under my 
own direction and specifications. It 
differs from others in the spread of 
the canvas, the spread plane and in 
stability features. Special attention is 
given in making it adaptable for high 
speed. 

“Other distinguishing features are 
that it cannot be, capsized, is easily 
controlled and the occupants ride on 
the body of the machine instead of 
with the body of the machine behind 
them. The headlight is made by the 
use of acetylene gas generated on the 
machine.”’ 

Regarding the speed of the machine, if 
driven at its best, and the highest alti- 
tude reached, Tillinghast does not de- 
sire to give out exact information, say- 
int he wishes te enter the international 
races in a fair trial and without fivals 
krowing what his machine can do.

EXPERTS EXAMINE DATA AND

BOSTON, Mass., Dec. 13.—Wallace E. 

Tillinghast, who is quoted as saying 
that he had built am aeroplane, in which 
trips have been made to New York and 
Boston, is a reputable citizen and has 
never been regarded as a man who 
would seek sensat'onal notoriety. He 
is a thorough mechanic, and has in- 
vented numerous devices for use on 
steam engines. Im response to a tele- 
phone call tonight ‘Cillinghast said that 
he had built an airship and had been to 
New York with it, and that Sept. 8 was 
he date on which he made one of his 
trips. 

The story of his long-distance aero- 
plane recalls many reports which came 
from various points in Connecticut last 
fall about mysterious lights being seen 
passing rapidly over the state at great 
heights and at that time there were 
rumors that someone had been flying 
about in an aeroplane. 

The data supplied by Tillinghast was 
today examined by Prof. E. C. Pick- 
ering and Prof. si.

KILLS HIMSELF IN TRAIN 
AS PASSENGERS LOOK ON 


Wife Tries to Prevent Husband 
From Using Razor, 


but Fails. 


DOWNINGTON, Pa, Dec. 13.—With 
two score passengers looking on in hor- 
ror, John Miller of Pittsburg, superin- 
tendent of the Mellon National Bank 
Building, cut his throat in a day coach 
of a train yesterday and died.

| EARTH’S NEWEST NEIGHBOR 


ONLY 56,000,000 MILES AWAY 


So Diaphanous Is Comet That Dis- 
coverer Sees Star Through 


Its Body. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—Zacheus Dan- 
fel, the Princeton man who discovered 
a new comet Dec. 6, has determined 
these facts relating to it: 

It is 66,000,000 miles distant from the 
earth. 

It is distant from the sun 146,000,000 
miles and it is in dlameter three times 
as large as the earth. : 

“Of. course,’’ said Mr. Daniel at Prince- 

ton last night, “while the new comet ap- 
pears about three times as large as the 
earth, it doesn’t contain one-thousandth 
part of the solids which the earth does. 
Gases and vapors appear to make up a 
large part of it. Yet it seems to have a 
star-like nucleus, 
“A remarkable thing about {t was that 
on the night I saw it I could distinguish 
a star many millions of miles further 
away shining right through the comet. 
It moved very slowly, at the rate of 
ohly one degre> of arc a day.” 

This is*the third comet discovered by 
Mr. Daniel, wno was graduated in 1908 
and holds the fellowship in astronomy 
founded by Mrs. William Thaw:

Friend Declares That Speaker, 
Now 74 Years Old, 
Wants to Rest. 


HE WILL NOT RESIGN 


Insurgents Hold Conference 
and Appoint Two Commit- 
tees to Begin Fight.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18—“‘At the be- 


ginning of the next Congress Speaker 
Cannon will be 7 years old. He is tired 
of the speakership and his ambition has 
been gratified. He has been willing to 
quit the chair for some time and I 
doubt if he is anxious to be elected to 
Congress for another term.” 

This statement was made by one of 
Speaker Cannon's closest frionds in the 
House, @ man who hag stood by him 
ever. since coming to Congress. He 


said the Speaker is tired of the attacks 
being made on him; that he is dis- 
pleased with the newspapers which are 
criticising him constantly and that he 
is tired of being made the butt of all 
the criticism of the Republican party. 

This friend laughs at the idea that 
the Speaker will resign. He declares 
that “Uncle Joe” will not quit the 
speakership during this Congress, but 
will endeavor to show the country that 
the attack on the organization of the 
House is idle and that the House organ- 
ization is the Republican organization. 
When vindicated he will be. perfectly 
willing to retire. 

Kighteen Years in Congress. 

Speaker Cannon has served 18 terms 
in Congress, being defeated only once— 
in the Fifthy-third Congress, when there 
was a Democratic landslide throughout 
the country. :He has been Speaker four 
terms, a record equaled only by An- 
drew Stevenson of Virginia, Hts service 
as Speaker has not been as long as that 
of Henry Clay of Kentucky, but more 
continuous, ‘aly 

Already talk of a successor to Speaker 
Cannon is heard. It is conceded that no 
out and out Cannon Conservative can 
win, and that no Western man will be 
picked for the place. Republican leader 
Payne of New York would not satisfy 
the insurgents. 

A compromise candidate for the West 
could be found i: Judge Walter Smith 
of Iowa, a regular, who would be ac- 
ceptable to many insurgents, who think 
he would shift his views somewhat if 
he became Speaker.

Representative Weeks of Massa- 
chusetts is gtrongiy favored and Edwin 
Denby of Michigen could pick ‘up some

Insurgents to Issue Statement. 
But just at present the insurgents are 


more concerned in their fight to outwit 
Speaker Cannon. They have banded to- 
gether to defend themselves from at- 
tack. The charge that they are opposed 
to the President's policies is being made 
and to state their position they will is- 
sue a broadside soon which will “take 
the hide off’’ ‘“‘Uncle Joe.” The insur- 
gents declare that they are Taft Re- 
publicans, but will be hanged before 
they will become Aldrich-Cannon Re- 
publicans., 

After a long conference the insurgents, 
19 of whom were present, decided to 
appoint two comnsittees to take the first 
insurrectionary steps of the second ses- 
sion of Congress::.Qne committee of 
five will prepare the statement to be} 
given to the country and the other com- 
mittee will confer with the Democratic 
leaders to discover just what Demo- 
cratic strength they can depend on in 
the next assault on the Cannon rules. 
They. believe they can muster 50 Re- 
publican insurgent votes.

LURTON NAMED 


BY TAFT FOR 
SUPREME BENCH 


Jurist Succeeds Peckham as 
Member of Chief Tribunal 
of Nation. 


CONFEDERATE SOLDIER 


Nominee Captured in Morgan's 
Raid and Spent Two Years 
in Federal Prison.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Horace Har- 
mon Lurton of Tennessee was named 
for Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the -Inited States by President 
Taft: 

Judge Lurton, who served on the 
bench with Mr. Taft in the Federal 
Court of Appeals for the Sixth Circuit, 
will succeed the late Justice Rufus W. 
keckham. 

Frederick N., 
among the distinguished jurists 
tioned for the honor. 


Judge Lurton was born in Campbell 
County, Kentucky, Feb. 26, 1844, the son 
of Lycurgus L. and Sarah Ana Harmon 
Lurton, who were natives of the Blue- 
grass State. Judge Lurton’s father 
years ago was a practicing physician, 
but in 1870 he left medicine for clerics 
and was ordained a priest in the Ptot- 
estant Episcopal church. 

Judge Lurton’s early education was re- 
ceived from private instructors, but in 
18%9 he went to Chicago and entered 
Douglas University, later the Univer- 
sity of Chicaga. The Vivil War brought 
a halt to the completion of his collegiate 
training, for, at the first bugle biast, 
young Lurton hurried South and of- 
fered his services. He was enlisted in 
the Thirty-fifth Tennessee, command- 
ed by Col, B. J. Hill, and was made 
sergeant-major. 

In February, 1862, Maj. Lurton was dis- 
charged on account of ill health, but he 
was not idle long, as he returned in 
time to take part in the battle of Fort 
Donelson, where he was taken prisaner 
and confined in Camp Chase. He man- 
aged to escape in the spring of 1862, and 
enlisted in the Thiftd Kentucky Cavyal- 
ry, with which he served until July: 
1863, when he was again captured, this 
time in Ohio on Morgan’s famous raid 

{m Prison for Two Years. 

Judge Lurton was carefully guarded 
and remained in prison until the end 
of the war, when he entered the law 
department of Cumberland University, 
Lebanon, Tenn., and was graduated in 
February,. 1867, and entered at once into 
practice at Clarksville, Tenn., in part- 
nership with Gustavus A. Henry, a 
kinsman of Patrick Henry.

Porter chancellor of 
the sixth chancery division of Tennes- 
see to fill the vacancy occasioned by the 
resignation of Charles G. Smith. at 
the expiration of the term of appoint- 
ment in 1876 he was elected to the office 
without oposition, but in 1878 he re- 
signed. From 1878 to. 1886 ne practiced 
law at Clarksville in partnership with 
Charles G. Smith, having served as the 
first president of the Farmers and Me- 
chanics’ National Bank and alsy ac- 
quired wide reputation as a financier. 

Chief Justice of Tennessee. 

In 1886 he was elected a justice of the 
Supreme Court of Tennessee, and in 
January, 1893, by vote of his colleagues, 
became chief justice In place of Peter 
Turney, who was governor-elect of Ten. 
nessee. Two months later he was ap- 
pointed by President Cleveland circyjt 
judge of the Sixth United States circuit 
to succeed Howeil E. Jackson, who had 
been elevated to the United States sy. 
preme bench. 

Judge Lurton is an Episcopalian, was 
for many years a vestryman in Trinity 
Church, Clarksville, Tenn., and, since 
1883, has been a trustee of the Uni- 
versity of the South at Sewanee, Tenn., 
from which university he received the 
degree of doctor of civil laws. He mar. 
ried in September, 1867, Miss Mary 
Frances, daughter of Dr. Benjamin 
Franklin Owen of Wilsen County, Ten- 
nessee, and stepdaughter of Prof. James 
M. Safford, geologist of Tennessee. 
They were the parents of four chil- 
dren, of whom the two eldest, Catherine 
Howard and Leon Owen, died, and two, 
Mary Lurton Vandeventer, wife of Hor- 
ace Vandeventer of Knoxville, Tenn., 
and Horace Harmon Lurton Jr., are 
living.

Harvard and Yale 
Heads Confer on 
Football Changes 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 13—Presi- 
dent Lowell of Harvard said today: “I 
called the football conference of Presi- 
dent Hadley of Yale and Mr. Walter 


Camp, his football adviser, together with 
our own Mr. Haighton and myself, last 
week, because I decided it was absolute- 
ly necessary to do away with the possi- 
bility of injury that exists in football 
today. 

“In this my colleague, President Had- 
ley, agrced, but I cannot say that as yet 
we have struck on any plans favorable 
toward ‘making the game safer. Of 
course we went over the past year’s fa- 
talities and injuries; which show a de- 
cided reform is needed if football must 
be a recognized college athletic sport. 
It is almost too early to discuss in de- 
tail the prohabilities of the few reforms 
we wert ever, but both Mr. Camp and 
Mr. Halghton know our desires ana 
are considering the points President 
Hadley and I discussed. 

“You know a college president is not 
supposed to be an authority on the tech- 
nical points of football. Our line of en- 
deavor lies in another direction. Foot- 
ball has its own experts to bring the 
game to the standard of efficiency nec- 
essary for its existence. I hope,, how- 
ever, we will have several meetings, 
and expect thm to yield good fruit.”’ 

President Lowell of all college presi- 
dents is one of the best suited to talk 
on athletics, having been a prominent 
track athlete in his college days. He 
never was defeated in any competition 
he. entered while at Harvard, winning 
numerous mile and three-mile races.

That the end was approaching was 
known three days ago when Sheedy, 
who was 59, became unconscious. He 
had not been outside the door of his 
home, 161 West Thirty-fourth street, 
since last June when heart complica- 
tions developed. He suffered a stroke 
two weeks ago and thereafter his phy- 
sician, Dr. Leo Tobias kept almost. con- 
stant vigil. He had no children. The 
funeral will probably be held in Hart- 
ford, Conn., where he was born. 

“I do not believe that a man’s calling 
makes his character,’’ Sheedy said not 
long ago. “I have seen something of 
what might be called the underside of 
life, and the best men whom I have 
met were not ‘in good society. It is 
trouble that makes a man sympathetic. 
Jimmy Hope was a bank robber and at 
the head of his profession, but there 
was never a time when he would not 
gladly ‘help a friend.” 

Pat Sheedy ‘‘gave up the game” seven 
years ago. He quit roaming around the 
world, playing in the coin of any realm 
for stakes as high as the roof. The de- 
cision to become an art dealer may have 
followed the active interest he took inp 
the recovery in April, 1901, of Gains- 
borough’s stolen masterpiece, “The 
Duchess of Devonshire.” It disappeare4 
in 1876 from the Agnews’ Art Rooms in 
London, and for 26 years the hunt for 
it was continued by the cleverest de- 
tectives in Europe and this country. 

Word as Good as His Bond. 

Sheedy astonished the police and lovers 
of art by announcing that he could te- 
cover the picture if entrusted with the 
reward of $5000. No questions were to 
be asked. Pat Sheedy's word was known 
to be as good as his bond and the money 
was delivered. The picture was sur- 
rendered to one of the Agnews in Chi- 
cago. Sheedy, using his knowledge of | 
the underworld, learned that the picture 
was brought to this country about 1835 
and stored in warehouses in Manhattan, 
Brooklyn, Boston and Philadelphia. 

It had been stolen by Adam Worth, 
who went from New York to London 
years ago to become one of the “King of 
Fences” for European and American 
thieves. He died soon after the pictur 
was restored and left to Sheedy as a 
legacy what was claimed to be an 
original Murillo.
